in Marth, 1954, was adopted by 
the Pahokee City Council Monday 


night, with all the councilmen 
signing, 
Dr. C. L. Brumback, Palm 


Beach County medical director, 
recommended to the Council that 
instead of the City of Pahokee re- 
newing its lease on the Caldwell 
building in the Negro section for 
continued use as a clinic by the 
County ‘Health Department, it 
would be much more satisfactory 
if the city would construct a new 
clinic building and make it large 
enough to house clinics for both 
White and Negro patients. This 
Suggestion was approved by the 
Council and placed on the agenda 
for immediate study and action. 

Councilman Louis F. Mims, who 
represents Pahokee on the tri-city 
Port Mayaca Cemetery Commis- 
sion, reported the commission is 
making progress in its plans to 
improve and enlarge the cemetery 
and that a new tractor-mower has 
been added to the equipment for 
maintaining the grounds. 

Right-of-ways necessary for the 
construction of city sidewalks 
were outlined.

of the State Market building. They 
will move their operations from 
the building next door to the Trav- 
elers Restaurant in Canal Point 
just as soon as remodeling is com- 
pleted on their new quarters. 

Several hundred yards of rock 
fill will be put in place at the rear 
of the service station where plans 
call for a large parking. area.

| Rebuilding of Conners Highway 
became the county's highest prior- 
ity road project this week, Moving 
jthe project to the. head of the list 
was the work of County Commis- 
sioner Paul Rardin, Canal Point, 
who said rebuilding of the road 
was an emergency and should be 
placed above all other county road 
and bridge programs. 

He won the suppo?ft of the en- 
tire commission for his suggestion 
and the board adopted a resolution 
to the “State Road Department 
asking that immediate action’ be 
taken to rebuild the flood damag- 
ed road. 

Rardin pushed for quick adop- 
tion of the resolution in order that 
State Road Department engineers 
could be put on the job immediate- 
ly. He said then plans could be 
ready in time for contractors to 
submit bids to the State Road De~ 
partment during its January meet- 
ing. 

Rardin said early rebuilding of 
the 20-mile strip of road between 
Twenty Mile Bend. and Canal 
Point, had the approval of State 
Board Member Tom Manuel of Ft. 
Lauderdale. The commissioner said 
Manuel had made an on the spot 
inspection of the heavily damaged 
road and agreed to push for early 
improvement.
